IN THE CLAIMS 

Amend the claims as follows: 

Cancel claim 73, without prejudice. ^ 



(Amended) An isolated HBV mutant, comprising a mutation in the gene 
encoding the HBV DNA polymerase resulting in decreased sensitivity to a nucleoside 
analogue compared to a wild-type HBV, wherein said mutation results in at least one 
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
